“STATE ISSUE,” HE SAYS 


He Asserts Suffrage Is Not Na- 
tional Question; Refuses to 
Use Influence in Congress.

WASHINGTON, "Pane 30.—More than 


500 suffragists, representing organized 
of nearly every state, 
marched on the White Houge today and 
demanded of President Wilson a definite 
Statement of his position toward votes 
for women. 

‘*‘What are you going to do for wom- 
an suffrage at this session of Con- 
gress?’ was the question the leaders 
bluntly asked, and “Will you use your 
influence in favor of the Mondell-Bris- 
tow suffrage resolution for a constitu- 
tional amendment which comes up be- 
fore the House Rules Committee tomor- 
row ?”’ 

Headed by Mrs. Harvey W.. Wiley, 
Rheta Childe Dorr, Mrs. William Kent, 
Alice Paul and other leading spirits in 
the Congressional Union for Woman 
Suffrage, the delegation, after a public 
mass meeting, marched behind a big 


where they were received by Secretary 
Tumulty, who took them to the Presi- 
dent. 

A large engraved copy of the suffrage 
resolution adopted at the recent Chi- 
cago convention of the Federation of 
Women's Clubs was presented to the 
President as a preliminary to the 
speeches of the suffragists. 


Velegram From Home State. 
Presenting the engraved. resolution 


Mrs. Ellis Logan replied to the charg= 
that the Chicago convention had bee 
packed in favor of the suffrage. reso- 
lution. 

“The women over the seas are holdins 
out their hands to us,”’ she said. ‘“‘Eight 
million working women have their eyes 
on the result of this resolution today. 


. Mr. Président, on the eve of the Fourta 


of July, when the declaration of 6? 
forefathers still rings its jubilant note 
around the world. what more fitting 
hour and time for our President, th2 
father of daughters, to give his voice 
and influence to our cause?” 

Mrs. A. V. Beekin of Bloomfield, N. 
J., presented a telegram from the Wom. 
en's Political Union of New Jersey. 

“The women of your. home State feei 
confident you will not fail them,” said 
she to the President. 


Mrs, H. W. Wiley Speaks. 
Mrs. Wiley spoke briefly and intro- 


duced Mrs. Dorr, who made the princi- 
pal plea of the suffragists. She referre.] 
to the President’s declaration when th:> 
suffragists visited him before that he 
was determined never to initiate any im.- 
portant legislation until the Democratic 
party had given its approval. 

“Since our last visit to the While 
House,” said she, ‘‘you have receded 
from that position. You have initiated 
and carried through Congress an ex- 
tremely important plece of legislation 
without waiting for party instructions. 

‘In fact, you carried it through in the 
face of positive instructions to the con- 
trary, written in the platform on which 
you were elected. Your justification 
rested on the fact that a certain situa- 
tion had changed and a changed situa- 
tion called for a changed policy. We 
submit that the situation in regard to 
woman suffrage has changed absolute- 
ly since the Baltimore platform was 
written.”’ 


Questions Put to President. 
After reviewing the growth of suffrage 


in the states and pending legislation in 
Congress to enfranchise women, Mrs. 
Dorr said: 

‘“‘All this encourages us to feel that 
we have the right to come to you and 
ask you to recognize the unquestioned 
fact that woman suffrage is inevitable 
and do what you can to insure women 
their enfranchisement at this session oi 
Congress. Our immediate request is tha‘ 
vou see to it that the Rules Committe. 
a favorable report on allotting 
consideration of the suffraxe 
in the House during this

“It was extremely kind of you to re- 
ceive this deputation, but we have 
reached the point where we are not sat 
isfted with kindness and toleration. We 
want action. We, therefore, ask you to 
answer a plain question: What are you 
going to do now in this present session 
of Congress for woman suffrage? Are 
you going to use your powerful influence 
to induce Congress to pass the Mondell- 
Bristow reselution?’ 


l'resident’s Reply to Women 
The President told the deputation that 


woman suffrage was a State issue and 
not a national one and for that reason 
he would not use his influence for the 
passage of a constitutional amendment 
in Congress.

State 
Board of Health Tuesday to make 
ready for a campaign for the exter- 
mination of rats to prevent the pos- 
sible spread of bubonic plague. oe 

This action is the ‘result of tele- 
graphic warnings received Monday 
night from Surgeon General Rupert 
Blue, at Washington, that two suspected 
cases of bubonic plague have de- 
veloped among humans at New Orf- 
leans. Dr. Blue fears that rats car- 


Way north on steamboats, and con- 


sequently he has telegraphed the 
boards of health of every state along 
the Mississippi River to be prepared 
to take immediate action. 

Dr. J. A. B. Adcock, secretary of 
thé Missouri Board of Health, upon 
receipt of Dr. Blue’s telegram, im- 
mediately telegraphed Health Com- 
missioner Starkloff of St. Leuig to 
be prepared to begin a survey for re- 
dents at St. Louis. 

Assistant Health Commissioner Jor- 
dan said the Health Department 
would begin a survey of. the river 
front for infected rats 
morning.

ganda, which originated in Servia. 

This propaganda took :<!eep root upon 
certain elements of the Servian popula- 
tion of Bosnia. The Bosnian Government 
was aware of the treasonrable aims be- 
ing pursued, but was obliged to rroceed 
with the utmost caution .n order not to 
injure another group of Servians whom: 
were loyai to it. Also there were certain 
considerations of foreign policy which 
had to be reckoned with. 

The Bosma authorities, «hile carefully 
watching and restraining these fanatics. 
apparently were unable to discover the 
conspiracy in time to prevent Sunday's 
crime. 

How deeply this Servian danger really 
penetrates Bosnia is impossible to esti- 
mate, but fears are expressed here that 
it would be difficult to stem it now. 

Assassins Deny Collusion. 

To the police authorities Nedeljo Ga- 
brinovics, who hurled the bomb at the 
Archduke's automobile, admitted that 
he was in Belgrade a short time ago. 
There he obtained bombs for the purpose 
of making an attempt to “ill the Arch- 
duke. He denied collusion with the stu- 
dent Gavrio Prinzip. 

Prinzip, whose bullets ended the lives 
of the ill-fated couple, confessed that 
he returned from Belgrade only recent- 
ly, determined to shoot some high Ats- 
trian official in order to avenge Servia's

“Cities and individuals should not 
wait for confirmation of the bubonic 
plagué cases at New Orleans before 
beginning &@ campaign to éxterminate 
rats,” Dr. Adcock said. “They should 
act at once. Rats should be killed 
or trapped.” Bacteriological exami- 
nations of rats captured should be 
made to determine if any caught in 
Missouri are sick from _ bubonic 
plague. 

“The disease is transmitted=from 
the rats to human beings through the 
flea. A flea will cling to a rat suf- 
fering from bubonic plague, and 
when the rat dies of the disease, the 
flea fastens itself upon a human pe- 
ing, transplanting the germ from the 
rudent to the human.” 

Dr. Adcock said there were about 238,- 
000 bubonic plague cases in China and 
India last year, and that 175,000 died. 
Siberia, he said, is the home of the dis- 
ease. There it is chronic among prai- 
rie dogs, which contract the disease, 
but do not die from it. They are the 
bubonic carriers. 


WARFARE ON RATS 
STARTS IN SOUTH 


NEW ORLEANS, June 3.—State ani 
city health authorities were astir hero 
today preparatory to the inauguration 
of the first wholesale campaign in the 


history of the South for the extermina.- 
tion of rats to prevent the spread of 
bubonic plague. 

Two cases of the disease recently have 
been discovered in the industrial home 
of the Volunteers of America in New 
Orleans. One man died, another is ill 
and 28 inmates of the place have been 
isolated. With the home as a radius of 
a zone extending four blocks in every 
direction, the plans were for the con- 
struction of a concrete barrier around 
the entire area and for a rat drive to- 
wards the center. 

Other barriers will be erected as the 
warfare progresses, so that when the 
final onslaught is made every: rodent 
within the infected area will have beer 
destroyed. Poison and traps will oe 
used in the work of extermination; 4rgin 
pipes will be screened to prevent the 
escape of a single rat, and every ez- 
pedient of scientific rat killing employed 
to prevent a spread of the infection to 
other parts of the city. 

Health authorities said today that « 
spread of the plague was not expected 
No further cases have developed.

Police Court Has a Quiet Village- 


Like Setting. 


A large room, with 15 windows flood- 
ing sunlight into every nook; waving 
trees outside, filled with chirping birds. 
children piaying the hours away on the 
streets below—this is the sctting of the 
Wyoming Street Police Court, where 
Judge Henry Pfeffle teinpers justice 
with common sense at his -iaily sessions. 

Across the street, housewives gather 
ac the corner grocery and gossip while 
doing the morning marketing. A fev 
wagons rumple by. The nearest stree’. 
car line 1s two blocks awsy. The place 
it as quiet as a village magistrate’s 
office. 

Upstairs, over the police station, is 
the courtroom. Physically, it resembles 
an ordinary hall. There is the same 
worn linoleum on the floor, the calen- 
dar on ihe wall, and the cannon-ball 
steve. But the arrangement of the fur- 
niture i# slightly different. The judge's 
desk is raised only six inches from the 
floor. Tneré is no rail barring it fron. 
the rest of/the room. Only one suggest- 
ive touch of a courtroom scene is found 
.-the parred prisoner’s cage on the lef. 
side. 

Atmosphere Is Different. 

But it is the court atmosphere which 
ie different. The human derelicts which 
clutter other courtrooms seldom are 
seen here. The hobo or the tough rarely 
srends his time in that part of town. It 
is a peaceful community, embmyacing 
the larger portion of South St. Louleg 
{t is a section mainly devoted to homes. 

But neighbors sometimes varre! 
Poys occasionally fight. Meu sometimes 
drink too much. ‘This is the class Pfef 
flc deals with. 

The judge is stockily built, with dark 
kvown eyes which he uses to advantage: 
on the man trying to He out of a 
charge. He was born and reered withi: 
a few blocks of the courthouse, and 
knows the traits of the »eople brought 
before him. Many of them he knows by 
first name. 

Fight cases a day is a fair average 
for the court. Many times the average 
falls below thie. In other police courts

Two feet to the right of the judge is 
another chair, which is used by the per- 
sun testifying. When the defendant's 
time comes to take the cnair, Pfefflc 
turns around, and, just asx though he 
was holding a parlor conversation, says: 

“Now, just tell me how it all hap- 
pcned.”’ 

And the man tells. He was Grunk. He 
hut another man in a saloon and dis- 


[turbed the peace of the city. He is 
scrry. 
“Ten dollars and costs,’’ the Judge 


vays. The man says he nes no money 
lu pay the fine with. “Tien you wil! 
liuve to step back,” the Judge says, with 
@ nod toward the bailiff. 

This nod means, ‘‘Don't put him in the 
cage, but hold him till after court.” 

And when court is adjourned, the 
Judge gets out one of the Jong black 
cigars, of which he is very fond, leans 
back in his chair and has the man 
brought up by his side aguin. 

“Are you married?’ he asks the pris- 
oner. 

The answer is yes. . 

“Any children?”’ 

“Three, Judge.’ 

Then the Judge gives him one of his 
lectures. It is more like the chiding of 
a big brother than the criticism of a 
Judge. He says: 

“If I fine you, your wife and those 
kiddies are going to suffer. Tell you 
what I'll do. I'll just suspend sentence 
on you. If you ever come back again, 
though, you will get a double fine.’’ 

And the man goes out. Only one suci 
case out of 10 ever returns, according 
to Pfeffle’s records. 

A young foreigner is brought up, 
charge’ with operating as a photogra- 
pher without a license. He tells the 
Judge he was ignorant of the law. 

“Ignorance of the law is no excuse,” 
Pfeffie replies. ‘Ten dollars and costs. 
However, if you will go down and get 
a photographer's license and show it to 
me tomorrow I will remit the fine. I 
will hold it suspended until then.’’ The 
next day the boy photographer shows 
up with his license and all is well. 

Then comes one of the family quar- 
rele which are aired in the court. A 
man ahd his wife quarreled in a beer 
garden. The woman used a beer bottl« 
over her husband’s head. It shows the 
effect of it. 7 

Judge Lectures Couple. 

After all the testimony is taken the 
woman is fined $%. Neither she nor her 
husband has that much money. Pfeffic 
nods to the bailiff. 

Then after court he calls them both 
before him and makes them sit by his 
side. 

“Don’t you know that it’s not the 
right thing to querrel in a beer gar- 
den?’’ he says. “If you've got to quar- 
rel, do it as home. It doesn’t look nice 
for a Man and his wife to fight in pub- 
lic. It’s bad enough in private.’’ 

Then he turns to the woman. ‘Yo 
really need to be fined, Mrs. So and 
So," he says. 

The woman begins crying. ‘‘We have 
ro money to pay a fine with. Judge. [ 
guess I'll have to go to jail.” 

But the Judge is firm. 

‘Yes, you really need to be fined. 
However, I'm going to give vou a week 
to pay this fine in. Bring that $5 to 
ccurt in a week, and everything will be 
all right. Otherwise, I will have you 
brought here again.”’ 

‘What's the use of sending a woman 
to jail on her first offense, when in a 
week she can pay that ‘ine?’ he says. 
“she’s never been in court before, and 
it will be her last time, too. And 
there’s no danger that she’ll run away.” 
Next comes a “clothes-line quarrel.”’ 
Two women neighbors have fallen out‘. 
The men have taken it up. The chil- 
dren have taken it up. 
Perhaps the qu&rrel has been brewing 
so long that there is no hope of getting 
the exact truth of the maiter. No two 
witnesses are agreed on anything. 
Then Pfeffle holds a little. family 
council. He groups them al! about him 
efter court. 

Fines Each Woman 82. 
‘Now this trouble must. stop over 
there,”” he says. ‘“‘We can’t have thesa 
quarrels going on in our neighborhood 
I'm going to fine each of you ladies 3? 
and costs. And as for you men, yo: 
stop your fussing, too. We are going to 
have peace out here.’’ 

Fining both women es a good «ffect. 

“When vou can’t get at the truth of 
the matter. and fine the wwinan wh» 
secms to be guilty, it only makes t+ 
other one gloat over it, and starts trou- 
ble all over again,” says the Judge. “in 
this way both are fined, and inside of 
% hours they are friends again, and 
twapping blackberry jam cver the back 
fence.” 

The costs collected in the Wyoming 
Street Court do not come even near to 
paying the court expenses. And Pfeffie 
takes pride in this. 

“I'm running this court, not to make 
money for the city, but to keep this 
part of the city peaceful,”’ Pfeffie says. 
“You see, we haven't a criminal elemen’ 
out here. It’s all neighborhood squab- 
bles and the like. We have only a few 
‘repeaters, Sometimes a little talking 
to a defendant does more than a fine.”’ 

The Judge's friends tell how a close 
friend of his, a politician, got a change 
of venue in his case to Pfeffle's court. 
After hearing the evidence Pfeffie fine 
him, 

After court the politician, 
walked up to the Judge. 

“Say, Pfeffile.”” he said, 
}ou were a friend of mine.” 
“Sure I'm a friend of yours.” he an. 
swered. “But you've got to remember | 
that business is business.

Fountain Which 
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FOUNTAIN PARK 
UBICGTS 10 GIVING 
UP ITS FOUNTAIN 


Residents Protest When City 
Starts Tearing Down Orna- 
ment for Repairs. 


Fountain Park is not going to give up 
its fountain without a fuss. It got along, 
under its present name, without a foun- 
tain for a number of years, and in that 
time every visitor to the Aubert avenue 


neighborhood, just north of the Hodia- 
mont tracks, asked where the fountain 
was, and why, in the absence of one, 
it was called Fountain Park. 

Several years ago, to silence these 
questions, the neighbors persuaded the 
Park Department to put in a fountain. 
It was the fountain which had long 
stood in the Merchants’ Exchange and 
around which Sst. Louis’ society had 
danced at Veiled Prophet balls. A coat 
of paint made it, seemingly, as good as 
new, and the younger children around 
the park now take it for granted that 
it has been there always. 

The neighborhood improvement asso- 
ciation some time ago decided that a 
larger basin was needed for the foun- 
tain, as the wind sometimes blows the 
spray outside the present basin. The 
Assembly was persuaded to appropriat. 
$750 for the new basin. Monday work- 
men went to the park to install it. 

The workmen found, as they after- 
ward reported to Park Commissioner 
Davis, that the upper part of the foun- 
tain, a robed feminine figure, was inse- 
cure, and might make a dive into the 
basin at any time. The next thing that 
residents of the neighborhood knew they 
had started to take the whole fountain 
down. ' 

Street Commissioner Talbert, who lives 
near the park and ia president of the 
improvement association, got a call from 
some of his neighbors, who besought 
him to stop the wrecking of the foun- 
tain. He appealed to the Park Commis- 
sioner, who ordered the work stopped 
temporarily. 

Park Commissioner Davis explained to 
Talbert that he did not intend to leave 
Fountain Park fountainless, but that he 
had thought of putting a new fountain 
there. One has been offered to the city, 
he said, and he promised to furnish 
Talbert a photograph of the design, s0

PEORIA, Illl., June 93.—Mediators 
representing the counties of Woodford, 
Tasewell and Peoria began their ses- 
sions today in a final attempt to de- 
termine upon the site for old Fort Creve 
Coeur, the first occupied civilized spot 
in Illinois.

Kellar of Tennessee. None of them waa 
injured but all were drenched. Mrs. 
Clark related today the story of the 
party’s thrilling experience.

IOWA CORN AND” 
KANSAS. WHEAT 


| BREAK RECORDS 


DES MOINES, Io., June 30.—Prospects 
for lowa’s corn crop were never better 
at this season of -e year, according to 
a bulletin issued here today by the 
lowa Department of Agriculture. 
Throughout the State the small grain 
crop is good while hay is not quite up 
ic the average because of dry weather. 
The bulletin says: 

“Towa has enjoyed good growing 
weather thus far this season. The dry 
weather of the early spring made possi- 
ble the planting of a big acreage of corn 
and small grain and. since planting 
there has been sufficient moisture to 
keep crops coming up splendidly. 

Prospects for corn were never better 
at this season of, the year. In fact 
the crop is much farther advanced than 
usual. 

Throughout the State as a 1ole the 
small grain crop is good. Farmers begau 
cutting wheat and rye the third week 
of this month and both crops appear 
io be fully up to the average. In 
Southern Iowa eats are reported as 
having a short stem, but as hewing 
out well. 

In Northern lowa where rains have 
been more general oats have grown 
rather rank, having more stem, but not 
such heavy heads. It is predicted the 
crop Will be better than the average. 

The lowa hay crop, however, is not 
up to the average because -of dry 
weather. In Northern _Iowa normal 
conditions prevail, but in Southern lowa 
only about half the crop is being cut. 
Prospects for potatoes are good. 
Reports from Southwestern Iowa indi- 
cate there will be a large grape crop in 
that section and also a good apple crop. 


Kansas Wheat Crop Biggest in State's 
| History. 

TOPEKA, Kan., June 3#.—The Kan- 
sas wheat crop is 154,000,000 bushels, ac- 
cording to a report issued by F. D. 
burn, Secretary of the State Board of 
Agriculture, showing the condition of 
winter wheat fs 98 per cent of a full 
crop, based on'‘an average of 8,873,000. 

The crop is 60,000,000 bushels greater 
than any previous Kansas crop. Whiie 
Secretary Coburn does not in his report 
give the exact bushel yield, his report is 
based on a full crop of 18 bushels to the 
acre. 

The condition of corn is given at 93.8, 
or 82 better than a year ago. The acre- 
age’ is 5,500,000, 

The report says Kansas has 1,470,00) 
acres of oats, with a condition of 87.1, or 
87.8 points better than at this time in 
1913. .

-Many Try to Find Out by Sub- 


terfuge What Taxes Men Are 
Paying to Government. 


Tuesday, the last day for paying the 
income tax, was the busiest the internal 
revenue collectors have had in St. Louis, 
but, as on other days, they were «ept 
busy by telephone calls and persona) 
visits from men and women who. sought 
to ascertain how much income tax cer- 
tain individuals were paying. 

It became known that a number of 
wives, seeking information as to their 
husbands’ incomes, were among the 
large number of curious persons. All 
these have been turned away without 
any information, as the Government! 
considers the income tax a personal 
matter between itself and the income 
taxpayer. 

Woman's Scheme Fails. 

One woman, who visited the office 
in person, had a novel excuse for 
wishing to ascertain the income of a. 
certain man. She, said.she was the 
wife of the man and wished to obtain 
a duplicate of the income tax return 
which he previously had submitted to 
the Government. Asked why: she 
wanted it, she said she wished to pay 
his income tax. A collector, looking 
up the return, found the man already 
had paid his tax. “Sorry. we can’t: ac- 
commodate curious wives,’ she was 
told by a collector. 

Another subterfuge, which has weed 
the commonest of all, is for a person 
to telephone the ‘Collector and say: 
“This is Mr. So-and-So. How much is 
my income tax?’ They are informe1 
that if they will call in person the in- 
formation will be furnished.

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THE HOPKINS “GUI “GUFF.” 

The exposure of the Wilson administration's 
alleged double dealing in Mexico, sprung by the 
New York Herald and copied by its news satel- 
lites, turns out to be a mare’s nest. 

Everything that is charged against the admin- 
istration is based upon the ex-parte statements 
of a cheap go-between and filibuster, who tried 
to convince Carranza and Pierce, whose joint 
lobby work he wanted to capture, that he was in 
the confidence of President Wilson’s closest ad- 
visera and was the most knowing and influential 
person in Washington. There is not ene iota 
of proof that any of Hopkins’ statements, infer- 
ences and c.uclusions were true. They are mere- 
ly assumed to be true and-the assumption is used 
as the basis for vicious charges, innuendoes and 
inference of insincerity and double dealing. The 
only man upon whom a feflection of impropriety 
is cast is John Lind, who is charged with betray- 
ing the President's thou and plans to the 
Constitutionalists.

It would be a 
sad blow to St. Louis, because it would prove in- 
difference on the part of citizens to vital ques- 
tions affecting the city’s progress. 

The paramount duty of every St. Louwtean 
today is te vote. No citizen whe can cast a 
ballot should neglect this duty.

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A BOMANOEB WORTH BEADING. 

“A sweet, old-fashioned love story such as we 
are accustomed to think only comes true in our 
own democratic circles,” says a Vienna corre- 
spondent describing the romance of the assassi- 
nated Archduke Francis Ferdinand and his con- 
sort, Sophie. 

A motheriess girl at 18, she had been sinoe 
that time earning her living in an exacting 
position as companion, or hofdame, in the 
household of royalty—about the only conven- 
tional way open to women of good birth who 
do not wish to take the veil. But at the age 
of 82 she made one ef the most brilliant mar- 
riages in all history and became as much the 
legal wife of the future ruler of the éual mon- 
archy as was possible with the rites of the 
Catholic Church and the decrees of the Im- 
perial Parliament. The marriage could not 
have been more free from sordid eonsidera- 
tions if both she and her husband had been 
simple lovers. And, on the other hand, the 
wife’s position could not have been legally 
more secure if she had been born an Arch- 


duchess. 

This gentle Bohemian girl upset all the 
preconceived ideas of the marriages of Prin- 
cesses with their pompous family councils to 
weigh the microscopic differences in royal 
lineage and inherited fortune, and their 
solemn pourparlers of statesmen to usethe al- 
liance to strengthen the state against its ene- 
mies and provide successors upon its throne. 
And she upset the plans and the ideas of the 
Austrian Emperor and his Cabinet. With the 
Archdukes and Archduchess just about i100 
strong she fought them all, and held her lover 
true to his pledge through a period of 12 
years before he could make her his wife. 
Years of life together the wedded lovers knew.

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PRESENT ESTIMATES OF DARWIN 
From the New York Evening Post. 
‘Darwin, Science and Evolution” is 
the title of a highly interesting col- 
lection of opinions contributed to the 
June Forum by Elmer J. Kneale. To 
eminent representatives of science 
and of the great religious denomina- 
tions Mr. Kneale addressed the fol- 
lowing questions: “(1) Do you believe 
the teachings of Darwin in their gen- 
eral outline remain today as a con- 
tribution to science? (2) Do you be- 
lieve that a majority of intellectual 
leaders are today inclined to accept 
these teachings?’ From the nature of 
the replies one might almost suspect 
Mr. Kneale of setting out with the 
intention of proving that there is an 
irreconcilable hostility between sci- 
ence and orthodoxy. For of the large 
number of replies he prints, only three 
repudiate Darwin and his teachings, 
and these are from Cardinal Farley. 
from the late Patriarch of Constanti- 
nople, and from the Metropolitan of 
Moscow. Protesant and Jewish opin- 
ion finds that Darwin's teachings are 
a persistent force and that they con- 
tain nothing hostile to religious faith. 
Bishop Tuttle of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church declares that “among 
theologians” there are many wh? 
hold that Darwinian theories are not 
yet proved to be laws, and Bishop 
Quayle of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church distinguishes between evolu- 
tion and Darwinism, evolution being 
accepted more generally than before, 
but not as propounded by Darwin. 
Lyman Abbott, Dr. Aked and Dr. Re- 
mensnyder are pro-Darwin.
